‘‘A hole is scooped in the earth, 
in which a fire Is made (of wood), 
and kept burning until a fair-sized 
heap of g lowing charcoal remains.

leaves heaped upon it. 
Tfio earth is 
then thrown back Into the cavity and 
well stamped down.

A couple of days 
may pass from the time of ’putting 
down’ the joint, yet when it is dug 
up It will 1x3 Rtnoking hot, retaining 
all its juices, tender as jelly, but, 
withal, as full of flavor as it is pos­ 
sible for cooked meat to be.

others—adequate defense on land 
on sea and in air—is our accepted 
policy; and the meijure. eg .that de- 
fense is and Will be solely the am- 
' _ i t riecessary to safeguard us 
Jgainst the armaments of others. 
The more greatly they decrease 
their armaments, the more quickly 


* and surely shall we decrease ours." 


In making this plain announce- 


ment that America will keep pace 
in any international 
armament

BOOMING MARKETS OMINOUS SIGNS 


OF INFLATION TO WORRIED 


ADMINISTRATION 


ASH1NGTON — The spectre of infla-

peace of mind of the Administration. 
] 


Ominous signs of a strong inflationary 


undertow are unmistakable. Real estate 
values are booming, commodity prices are 
on the wing, and the stock market is as 
restless as a boy with the hives. Added to 
these is the presence of an unprecedented 
total of $3,000,000,000 in bank reserves. 


The situation is as explosive as a cache 


of TNT, and to say that Administration 
master minds are worried is putting 
it 


mildly. 


Reason for their uneasiness is that they 


are undecided just what policy to pursue. 
They can clamp down at the start and risk 
nipping the briskly blooming prosperity 
rose in the bud. Or they can let matters 
take their course, with the danger of a 
ruit-nway market and a crash just as the 
presidential campaign is getting under 
way. 


The temptation to keep hands off is 


very strong. A lively stock market, active 
real estate values and commodity prices 
on the upgrade are potent electioneering 
medicine. But on the other hand, a boom 
followed by a crash in the midst of the 
campaign would have disastrous political 
repercussions.

nnd kept burning until a fair-sized 
heap of glowing charcoal remains. 
Pebbles are then thrown in until the 
charcoal is covered. Whatever is to 


ie cooked is enveloped in leaves, 
placed upon the pihbltig, and more 
eaves heaped upon it. The earth Is 
then thrown back into the cavily and 
well stamped down. A long time, of 
ourse, la needed for the viands to 
get cooked through, but so subtle IB 
the mode that overdoing anything is 
almost Impossible. A couple of days 
may pass from the time of 'putting1 
down' the joint, yet when it Is dug 
up it will be smoking- hot. retaining: 
all its juices, tender us jelly, but, 
withal, as full of flavor as it is pos- 
sible for cooked munt to be.
